Police report that car theft has 
become one of law enforcement’s 
major crime statistics—a multi- 
million dollar public ripoff that 
eventually feeds the auto repair 
and parts industry in the United 
States and many parts of the 
world. 

In many cases, police said the 
thefts are never solved. Some 
cars, or what’s left of them, are 


never recovered. Insurance rates 
~ are also reflected in this problem 
nationwide, Finley said.

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Food Center Aiding Hungry

Despite its affluence, Orange 
County still has people who are 
going hungry today. 

As much as 2 million pounds 
of usable food may be thrown 
away each month at the Orange 
County dump. But 500,000 
pounds of it is saved today and 
distributed to people throughout 
Orange County that are in need 
of it. 

Thomas Fuentes, chairman of 
the board for the Food Distribu- 
tion Center, serving Orange 
County, spoke to a public rela- 
tions class at SAC about the need 
in Orange County to feed the 
hungry and the role public rela- 
tions has played in communica- 


_ ting that need. 


He cited statistics concerning 
living conditions in . Orange 
County ‘“‘when we organized the 
center. There were 2.2 million 
people living in Orange County, 
40,000 people on _ welfare, 
140,000 at the poverty level and 
320,000 at risk of being hungry. 

“All of this was taing place 
while 1.7 to 2-million pounds of 


food per month went ‘to the 
dump from grocery store, 
bakeries, chain stores and restau- 
rants,” Fuentes said. 

Using his political influence as 
Chairman of the Republican 
Party in Orange County, and his 
business connections, he went to 
work. organizing a volunteer 
food center. 

Fuentes is Senior Vice Presi- 
dent for the Robert Bein, Wil- 
liam Frost and Associates plan- 
ning firm in Newport Beach. He 
also has additional public rela- 
tions experience as Director of 
Communications for, the Roman 
Catholic Diocese of Orange. 

Fuentes managed to convince 
many grocery store managers, 
restaurant and bakery owners to 
donate usable food to the Food 
Distribution Center. 

‘What we told them was, “If 
you have food going to the 
dump, don’t dump it— send it to 


us, ; 

Fuentes, former student body 
president of SAC and 2!s0 former 
editor of the el Don newspaper, 
explained the purpose of the 
Food Distribution C «ter serv- 
ing Orange County. He said,

He notes that hang gliding, 
contrary to popular belief, is a 
relatively safe sport— if you take 
the proper precautions. 

‘‘Most accidents occur because 
of pilot errors, such as flying in 
poor conditions or undertaking 
daredevil maneuvers. It is hardly 
ever the fault of the equipment.” 

When asked what qualities a 
prospective glider must possess, 
Henry notes: “If you can imagine 
yourself running full speed off a 
ramp and jumping off a moun- 
tain, then you might have a 
future in hang gliding. If you 
can’t, then you'll never be able to 
do it.”

I was amazed by Morris. Os- 
trofsky’s article regarding the 
Nuclear Winter theory as being 
nothing more than a hoax. Mr. 
_ Ostrofsky has concluded that the 
Nuclear Winter scenario com- 
posed by Carl Sagan is nothing 
more than anti-nuclear propa- 
ganda. Is Mr. Ostrofsky aware 
that the scientists involved in the 
Nuclear Winter theory study are 
considered to be many of the 
most respected eminent scientists 
in the world? Some of whom are, 
Carl Sagan, who is a professor of 
astronomy at Cornell University 
and certainly. is considered pro- 
minent in the scientific commu- 
nity. T.P. Ackerman and J.B. 
Pollack of the NASA Ames 
Research Center were also invol- 
ved. in the study as was Stanford 
biologist Paul Ehrlich, who also 
is considered to be one of the 


most eminent biologists in the 
United States. 

. In his critique of the nuclear 
winter theory, Mr. Ostrofsky 
points out that the smoke in- 
jected into the atmosphere 
would be removed by rainfall. 
According to © the study, 
however, it is possible that nor- 
mal precipetation might be sup- 
pressed by the dust-laden warm- 
ed atmosphere following a 
nuclear war. Even the use of a 
three-dimensional: computer 
model can not be fully accurate 
in determining whether rainfall 
would be able to wash away all 
the soot and dust in the atmos- 
phere, While the other problems 
that Morris pointed out in his ar- 


ticle such as the computer model | 


using a stationary sun and Sagan 
changing some of his assump- 


\tions on some points as non- 


urban fires are important points 
to be raised, these details still do 
not change the basic conclusions. 
As Sagan points out, “Our results 
have been carefully scrutinized 
by more than 100 scientists in the 
-U.S., Europe ‘and the Soviet 
Union. There are still arguments 


‘ on points of detail. But the over 


11 conclusion seeems to‘ be 
agreed upon: There are severe 
and previously unanticipated 
global ‘consequences of nuclear 
war—subfreezing temperatures 
in a twi-lit radioactive gloom 
lasting for months or longer.” 

As for the $200,000 that was 
spent by the scientific conference 
in the fall of 1983 that Mr. Os- 
trofsky feels was wasted, how 
can one compare spending 
$200,000 on this scientific con- 
ference to the billions of dollars 
the U.S. spends daily on these in- 
sane weapon systems? I think it 


‘should also be noted that the 


conference had 31 sponsors, of 
which, the American Institute of 
Biological Sciences, the Ameri- 
can Society of Microbiology, the 
National Science Teachers Asso- 
ciation and the Smithsonian In- 
stitution, to name a few, were a 


part of. I think it is unlikely that

would involve themselves in 
sponsoring a conference that 
they did not feel to be truly 
important. 

Mr. Ostrofsky also mentioned 
in his article that for the U.S. to 
disarm is not the - answer.
